NO INTERNATIONAL conflict 
has ever been solved by a meeting 
of heads of government. Nothing 
has happened in recent years to 
refute Henry Kissinger's doctrine 
of diminished expectancy: "1 ja 
trivial to pretend that problems of 
the complexity of those that have 
rent the world for a decade and a 
half can be solved in a few days by 
harassed men meeting in the full 
light of publicity."" 

Yet even if the summit cannot 
bring total remedy, its conse- 
quences may be momentous. The 
truth is that President Sadat and 
Mr. Begin had arrived at a point 
of mutual estrangement from 
which they could only be rescued 
by President Carter’s aid. The 
aim should now be to define the 
purpose of Camp David with lucid 
realism. The aim Is continuity. A 
successful summit conference is 
one of which the consequence is 
measured both by atmospheric 
improvement and by the in- 
auguration of a meticulous, detail- 
ed, sober analysis of formulations 
and options.

under Anwar Sadat's system of 
volatility: the slamming of doors 
followed by thelr re-opening; put- 
tg down the telephone receiver 
with an indignant crash — only to 
pick It up on petulant reconsidera- 
tion a few days later. The ex- 
istence of real and broad 
differences of opinion is no excuse 
for this bizarre conduct. Negotia- 
tion presupposes both a common 
aim and a conflict of interests. 
Without a common aim there ia 
nothing to negotiate for. Without a 
Conflict of interesta there ta 
nothing to negotiate about.

At the same time, all the par- 
ticipants would do well to climb 
down from the slogan of "δ com- 


prehensive, overall settlement.” - 
- New ‘governments came into 


Power in Washington and 
Jerusalem early in 1877 witha 
strong bias against the ‘step-by- 


step, evolutionary approach to 
peace. This is because newly 
elected leaders have two common 
attributes. They believe in the ins- 
tant perfectahility of the human 
condition. And they find it hard to 
imagine that what their 
predecessors were doing can have 
any validity at all. Hach of these 
impulses was at work in Israeli 
and American policy when they 
spurned the idea of partial and in- 
terim settlements: and struck out 
for the Utopian: heights of a com- 
prehensive, overall peace treaty. 

There is no other international 
conflict in the world today. in 
which sane people expect a com- 


‘prehensive, overall solution. After 


all, a comprehensive, overall solu- 
tion is one in which all parties are 
represented in a negotiation in 
which all the outstanding pro- 


blems are solved. But if you involv 


all the parties and seek to solve 
all the. issues, you give 8 veto 
power to the most obdurate party 
and to the most intractable igsue. 


The only reallstic aim at this 
stago ἰΒ an Wgyptian-leraeli ac- 
cord accompanied by a statement 
of prinolples on the Palestine 
question that would enable Sadat 
to avold implicationa of a 
“separate peace.” No such result 
Is feasible unless Presidents 
Carter and Sadat show a more un- 
derstanding attltude towards 
Israel's claim for a viable 
territorial structure and a oredl- 
ble security halance. Even if 
boundary changes are not 
massive in size they can be so 
crucial in consequence that no 
Israeli government could 
renounce them. 


FICW PEOPLE oxpected a year ago 
that an Arab leader would move 
towards Anwar Sadat's present 
position on peace and normal 
relations. It would be excessively 
defeatist to assume that he is in- 
capable of developing his ideas on 
boundary: changes: to a point at 
which :Israeli opinion could dis- 


cern a negotiating prospect. . 
On the Israeli side the very in- 
tensity of the national dialogue 
has had a useful effect. We know 
what the salient issue is. No 
previous Israeli government dur- 
ing the past seven yeara would 
have had any difficulty in accep- 
ting a peace treaty involving 
Israel! withdrawal in each seotor 


to seoure bowndaries to be deter-" 
‘mined in the peace negotiation. 


If our present leaders would 
accept the lineage and tradition of 
the Zionist and Israeli diplomacy 
of the past four decades, thoy 
would be able to accept auch a 
principle today. The best reault 
would be a breakthrough to peace. 
The least result would be an im- 
mense improvement of Iarael’s 
stature in world opinion — and an 
unprecedented growth of national 
harmony at home, and throughout 
the Jewish world. 


ΙΝ JUNE, 1977 a new Iaracli 
government undertook to respect 


the international engagementa of 
its predecesaors. The promise had 
a ritual courtesy, but little else. 
The dominant theme tn tsraetl 
policy since May, 1977. nas been 
discontinuity. I find no instance In 
modern pariilamentary hiatory of 
an elected government making ao 
sharp a break with the conceptual 
world of [18 predecessors as that 
Involved in the present 
government's denial of the partl- 
tlon idea. Without active accep- 
tanee of that idea Taracl could 
never have come to birth with a 
permanently assured Jewish ma- 
jority, a power of Jew!sh decision, 
a democratic structure and a 
climate of international recogni- 
tion. 

If you cancel partition you lose 
one or many or all of the at- 
tributes that have given Israel its 
Particular resonance in the story 
of our generation, The military 
victory of 1847 haa failed to have 
any marked effect on the sharp 
duailty of experience between the 
river and the sea. Every taste and 
sound, every dream and hope in 
Nablus and Ramallah is foreign to 
every taste and sound ond dream 
and hope in Degania and Tel Aviv, 
Holon, Dimona and Bnei Brak. 

There is no political structure 
anywhere in the modern world 
marked by such a sharp and total 
discontinuity as that which 
‘describes the relations between 
the area of Israeli sovereignty and 
the Arab territories outside. 
Neither of those two human 
worlds seeks harmony with the 
other through any compromise of 
its separate nature. History haa 
created such ἃ duality of national 
identities that any unitary 
framework can only be unauthen- 
tic, coercive and fragile. 


TO ABANDON the central logic 
that has fashioned Israel's history 
for three decades Ia to set up a 
shock reaction acroas the entire 
range of our national experience. 
Thore is no way for Israel to aban- 
don the idea of territorial division 
weat of the Jordan without losing 
[16 inner harmony, ‘Its juridical 


stability, fits recognized 
legitimacy, and, above al}, its 
Jewish nature, . 


Qno can and must argue about 
an improved boundary, 
demlltarization and Taraeli 
military presence wherever 
security dictates, But in any 
peace scttlement the principie of 
duality must find expression ln a 
Political frontier west of the Jor- 
dan, leaving most of the million 
Arabs on the other side, united 
with thelr kinsmen ecaat of the 
river. 

The difference between those 
who uphold and those who resist ἃ 
new territorlal division is so far- 
reaching in its historic, political. 
moral and Jewish implications 
that no authentic national consen- 
sus can be achieved unless it is 
resolved. We are faced with two 
separate and contrary images of 
what Zionism and Israel are all 
about. The paradox is that Israeli 
diplomacy can have a hopeful and 
oreative future only If it goes back 
to ita older and its better self — 
back to the morality and reason of 
its own foundera. O 
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“THIS 15. called the Casbah de 
μά — the fortrens of Jown,” a 10- 
year-old boy anid, pointing to « 
huddle of maasivo rectangular 
structures bullt of sun-dried red 
mud — 30, 40, evan 50 feet high, 
with Infrequent tiny windows. He 
volunteered to lead un through 
narrow, labyrinthine alleys to 
what he called "the Jewish mos- 
que'' — a building In- 
distinguishable from ita 
nelghbours, Its door of rough 
cedar boards padlocked. It might 
have been 100 years old, or 800, 
The pockmarked walla and the 
thick dust our steps kicked up 
offered no hint; a reporter's In- 
terest in establishing dates seem- 
ed irrelevant. 

Our little barefoot guide said 
that he and his friends had never 
been Inside but knew that the 
owner, an Arnab merchant, had 
bought It from the Jews and then 
kept !t, unused, “for good luck."* 

“There were once hundreds of 
Jews in this village," he recited in 
schoolboy French, “it's a plty 
they all left. They made the best 
daggers, and they were clever 
merchants and honest folk. They 
lived here aa long aa my people, 
the Berbers, There was even a 
Jewish kingdom in this region, but 
the last Jewish king wan killed 
about ἃ thousand years ago in one 
of tho wars fought with Moslema 
and Christians. The Christians 
converted to Islam, but not the 
Jews." 

The boy did not know we were 
Jewish. To outsiders armed with 
cameras and notebooks, he 
offered what he learned from the 
elders in his village, Amazrou. 

Scholars find this oral tradition 
surprisingly accurate. They have 
also confirmed the legend of en- 
“re Jewish tribos among the . 
Berbers, the original inhabitants 
of Morocco. To this day, Berber 
tribes carry the names of Jacob, 
Taaac and other biblical. figures. 
Could it be that the Berbers, at 
least some of whom are belleved 
to have emigrated from Eretz 
Yisraal 3,000 years ago, descended 
from one of the tribes of Israel? 


IN TAZROURT, another Berber 
village, the Moslem warlord's 
abandoned casbak abuts on the 
old Jowish quarter. 

The family living in the rabbi's

MEIR HAZZAN, one of the few 
Jews in Morocco's deep south, 
knows people Rabbi Yakub has 
cured: barren women who bore 
children, retarded youngsters 
who caught up with thelr peers. 

Hazezan, in his 60s, trades sheep 
and cattle. He wears a threadbare 
jellaba, the traditional ankle- 
length robe of Morocco, and a 
black skullcap which identifies 
him aa a Jew. 

From a distance, the villages 
look like lunar castles. The high 
walls, often six feet thick, were 
built to resist ralds by nomada 
from the Sahara and attacks by an 
army that might have belonged to 
a neighbouring chieftain, or to the 
sultan alwaya on the move sub- 
duing tribes and collecting taxes. 
The majority of Moroccan Jews 
originated in these Berber 
villages, which flank the three 
rivers that flow in the valleys of 
the Atlas mountalna and vanish in 
the sands of the Sahara. Hach 
setticment had a Jewish quarter, 
the meliak, which was sometimes 
larger than the Muslim quarter, 
the medina. 

With the establishment of the 
French protectorate just before 
World War I, Jews began a migra- 
tion to the aitles of the north. 
There was also a small number 
who made aliya. In the early 
1960s, Israeli emissaries went to 
the south, looking for farmers to 
join moshavim. By the time 
Morocco gained Its Independence, 
in 1956, some 800,000 Jews had left 
the country. From the rural south, 
the vast majority went to Israel, 
but from the cities, many 
thousands emigrated to France, 
Canada and the U.S, 


IN BOTH north and south, Jews 
thrived as farmers, merchants, 
warriors, craftsmen, am- 
bassadors, acholars in the Jewish 
tradition and advisers to Moslem 
potentates. Streets and 
neighbourhoods are named after 
Jews, What is astonishing, and 
usually unexplained, is that 


-Fivers, mountains and caves are 


called Yehudi. The Jewish 
Presence is ubiquitous — as if 
Morocco had been a spiritual turf 
of Jewry, a surrogate Land of 
Israel. 


The greatest rabbi: of Morocco" 


was Maimonides — Moses ben 
Maimon. For seven years, he Hv- 
ed In the heart of the old imperial 
city of Fez, in a house facing the 
Karaouine mosque and universt- 
ty, the most famous medieval cen- 
tre of medical selence and Islamic 
learning. 

The guide who led us through 
the resplendent mosque showed

tuatrlous Moroccan Jewish ‘phyai- 
clan and philosopher Maimonides 
Nved."" The 12th century structure

Hakitla. And, of course, French. 
Their melodica are Spanish; they 
sing of governors cruel or 
gracious, duennas strict or com- 
assionate, and girls rich, 
beautiful and inaccessible. 

“J love Tetuan,"’ my dapper 
friend excla!med as he pointed at 
the view from the spacious Jewish 
community centre called the 
Casino. ‘Those mountains change 
their colour every hour — the hues 
range from pearly grey in the 
morning to deep vioiet in the even- 


” ing. [never tire of watching their 


moods and metamorphoses. 


“People are gentle here, and ; 


life has a sweetness I could never 
find in Europe or in Israel. 

“But there is no future for Jewa 

here. Tho young do not want to 
stay. They find thie city and this 
country confining. So we hold on, 
grow old and learn to live without 
our children and grandchildren. 
And we pray to the Most High that 
this benevolent monarchy does 
not succumb to assassins and 
tators.

LESS THAN 200 miles to the 
south, across mountains that 
resemble the Alps, is Meknes, 
where archacologists have found 
Jewlsh artifacts dating from the 
third century. Jews first came 
here with the Phoenicians — even 
before the destruction of the first 
Temple — then with the Romans, 
ΒΒ the ruins of a synagogue in 
nearby Volubilis prove. 
. The Meknes meliah was built in 
880, and scholars suggest that 
Meknes waa one of the towns settl- 
ed in the seventh century by Jews 
accompanying the conquering 
Arab armies of Islam, 

Meknes was the capital of 
Sultan Moulay Ismail, the founder 


. of the current dynasty and a con- 
. temporary of the Sun King, Louis 


XIV, Ismall designed the three

The 
Jewish community raises about 
$500,000 a year; the rest is 
supplied by the American Joint 
Distribution Committee which is 
said to touch the Ilves of more 
than half of Moroccan Jewry. 
“There are desperate human 
situations here,’ said one com- 
munity worker who asked us not 
to use his name.

Others are leas resentful, or leas 
direct. Or perhaps not as sincere. 
Moroccans, Jews and Moslems, ar: 
natural hosts and sparkling con- 
versationaliste. It violates the 
rules of hospitality to say things a 
guest doesn't like to hear. Some 
Moroceans will tell you that there 
ig no difference whatever between 
Moslem and Jew, Berber and 
Arab, royal family and the man on 
the street.

What about those who disagree?

The poet eventually went to live 
in Tangier, the port ruled jy a unl- 
que syatem of government: a city 
council conalating of the consuls 
of all the foreign states 
represented in Tangier. 
Thousands of East and Central

world where a passport, any docu-. 
ment, would do for a residence 
permit.

TODAY, there are 1,000 Jews In 
Tangier. A handful of them are 
refugees, or deacendants of those 
who fled Hitler, Mussolini and Pe- 
tain. On Rue de la Synagogue, 
only three of the 20 synagogues 
are active; the rest have been sold 
or are for sale. Some may be 
preserved, aven renovated, if 
plans of the National Tourlat 
Bureau and a group of 
conservation-minded American 
Jews are successtul. Rabbi 
Helman, the American scholar 
who helped arrange our tour, 
hopes that private American and 
officlal Morocean efforts will 
rescue synagogues and 
cemeterioa from further decay, 
and that oventually a museum, 
perhaps a research centre 
dedicated to North African Jewry, 
will materlalize out of the 
goodwill now developing between 
Morocco and world Jewry. 

In Tangier, as elaewhere in 
Morocco, the average synagogue 
ja not much larger than a subur- 
ban American ving room. There 
{fa a gallery, with delicately carv- . 
ed balustrades and partitions, and 
sometimes living quarters, or a 
bett midrash, on the upper floor. 
The walls and ceilings are of carv- 
ed cedar or molded plaster, 
Moroccan style. The North 
African equivalent of yahrzeit- 
candles are elaborate chandeliers 
of silver and cut glass. Simple 
wooden henches, well worn with 
use, have small brass plates 
carrying names that recur 
throughout Moroceo: Nahon, 
Mergul, Toledano, Bensimhon, 
Serfaty, Elbaz. 

Outside, there is nothing in- 
dicating a synagoguc. Usually 
they are off narrow, sunlass

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FEW CITIES In the great world 
outside are likely to have a strect 
called "Whither?" Tel Aviv does 
not have merely a lane called 
“Le’an?", complete with question 
mark. No; being highly organiz- 
ed, we have a 'Le'an? Aleph" and 
a“Le'an? Bet." They are parallel 
offshoots, leading west to 
nowhere, from Feuerberg (which 
runs parallel to Ahad Ha'am 
between Balfour and Bar-Ilan), 
And well equipped though we are 
with aiephs and bels, it's 
“Felerberg"' on some of the street 
signs and “Feuerberg" on others, 
'The latter is the way the En- 
eyelopedia Judaica apella it.) 

Feuerberg, Mordechai Ze'ev (b. 
1874, ἃ. 1898, Russia) had a short, 
tragic life filled with Intense 
Uterary activity in the face of 
equally intense paternal opposl- 
Hon. He died of tuberculosia at the 
age of 25, a few months before his 
major work, a story called 
“Le'an?"' (Whithor?), appeared in 
print. 

Moat of hia brief life, like his 
writing, wag a bitter personal 
conflict between thorne famous 
“two worlds" that polarized so 
many Russian-Jewish writers of 
his generation, so many of whom 
became Tet Aviv streets. This 
dichotomy -was, of course, 
between Orthodox Jewish life and 
secular modern European ex- 
latence, between the Jewish com- 
munity and life outside, between 
“loyality to the spirltual ascetic 
tradition and the natural life of the 
senses." 

Feuerberg's father, a devout 
Hasald, beat his son and on occa- 
sion threw him out of the house 
because the boy, sickly and 
Physically weak though intelloc- 
tually unusual, began reading the 
Bible and modern Hebrew 
Hterature under the influence of 
the Enlightenment. 

Still hoping for the best, the 


father arranged an engagement to’ 


the daughter of a skohat (ritual 
slaughterer) and set Mordechai 


Ze'ev up as a grocer. But the shop 


became a Hovevel Zion centre, 
and the engagement was broken 
when young Feuerberg was dis- 
covered to have tuberculosis.

SHOULD YOU ever find yourself 
at the Western Wall at midnight or 
thereabouts, don't just stand there 
surveying the floodlit ancient 
stones. Step in noxt door, into the 
Rishfay Esh Institute, and watch 
how a dozen or two ‘‘different"’ 
Jewa apend the night. 

Rishfay Eeh (‘Tongues of 
Fire’) is a branch of the Beit Hl 
Yeshiva of Kabbala — Jewish 
mysticism — established in the 
Old City of Jerusalem 246 years 
ago. Like most other yeshivot and 
synagogues there, Beit HE} was 
razed to the ground during the 18- 
year occupation of the Old City by 
the Jordaniana. 

“We are attempting to restore 
the original glory to Beit ἘΠ," the 
current dean, Rabbi Meir Yehuda 
Getz, told me when I wandered into 
Rishfay Esh inadvertently one 
midnight a few weeks ago. Rabbi 
Getz, who lost a son in the cam- 
paign to liberate the Old City in 
1987, also sorves as “Rabbl of the 
Western Wall" for the Ministry of 
Religious Affairs. 

When the cherubic-looking rab- 
bi tends to hia Western Wall job, 
he ja really “‘sunlighting'* — work- 
ing at a second job in the daytime 
hours — after a full night's 
“work'' through the houra 
between sundown and sunrise, 

Rabbi Getz, you see, is a 
mekubbal. That means his ap- 
proach to Judaism is one or two 
rungs lower on the ladder of 
rationalism than that of almost all 
other Jewa. 

As the generations progress, 
mekubbalim fade away 
numerically. Or, as the 
statisticians would put it, their 
per-thousand rate keeps dropping. 
Nevertheless, these people refuse 
to permit their philosophy to fade 
away. Nor do they let their convic- 
tions melt into the mainstream of 
rationally oriented thought. 

Obtaining an insight into, or 
even a definition of, Kabbala by 
asking about {t is as likely to 
succeed as mastering the Theory 
of Relativity by reading about it in 
8 children’s encyclopaedia. 

On the other hand, Hinstein's 
relativity concept could con- 
cefvably be mastered, provided 
there is sufficient intellectual 
prowess. But Kabbala can never 
be mastered. At most, or best, it 
tan Only be studied. 


STUDENTS of Kabbala, the- 
oretically, should first have a 
solid grounding in the manifest or 
“revealed Tora — the Scrip- 
tures, Mishna, Talmud and 
Midrashim. Thus equipped, the 
curious may then enter the 

‘alosed'' world of Kabbala 
through its dozens of keya. 

These include the Book of the 
Zohar, the Book of Raziel, the 
Book of Bahir, The Two Tablets of 

Covenant (Shnai Luhot 
Habrit) and other sacred works. 

Soratching at the surface of 
their contents, one sees a series of 
Somplicated interpretations of, and 
Commentaries on, biblical and 
liturgical phrases. These phrases 
appear. simple, you read them F 
in one of the books of the κ 
Soriptures, or in a prayer-book.

Midnight 
mystics 


AARON SITTNER drops in at the Rishfay Esh 
Institute near the Wester Wall and talks to Rabbi 
Meir Yehuda Getz about Kabbala. 


IN VIEW of this intertwining of 
study and Iiturgy, the regimen of 
‘a Rishtay Esh student is quite un- 
like that of a student at Hebrew 
Union College, Tel Aviv Univerasl- 
ty or 4 traditional yeshiva.

Though the Yikudim are not 
brief, the night la long and there is 
plenty of time to kill till sunbreak 
and morning services. And what 
better way is there to kill time 
with than by studying aome Tora 
or a standard text of Kabbala? 

“What do the students do after 
the morning prayers?” I asked 
Rabb! Getz, 

“They rest briefly, and then it is 
off to work," he replied with a 
twinkle in his eye. He explained 
that all students at Belt HB) and 
Rishfay Hash must Hve by the 
Talmudic dictum, ‘Tora study is 
good only whon combined with a 
gainful occupation.”

Smiling softly, Rabbi Getz says: 
“A sudden feeling of helplessness 
and an urge to cry and shake off 
everything in the world... yes, it 
ocaurs to so many people! And es- 
peoiaily so nowadays, when the 
pressures of life are so great. 

“But, let me tell you a deep 
secret: there ie no easier way of 
attaining inner peace than by 
adopting Kabbala as your way of 
life.

ALL THIS 1 learned from 
Karavan and the handsomely il- 
lustrated colour catalogue of the 
environments, which was produc- 
ed by Amnon Barzel, thia year's 
commissioner of the Iarsell 
pavilion at Venice, (who thought 
up this Blennale’a theme of ‘Art 
and Nature," with which the 
Karavan projects alt so well). 

The catalogue dedicates — ‘‘aa 
an act of homage’ — various 
parts of the project to such 
diverse characters as Galileo and 
Giorgio Ja Pira, Brunelleschi and 
Giotto, as well as to a nearby 
science museum and the artists 
and the cultural heritage of 
Tuscany; and to peace between 
the Israelis and the Palestinians. 
The only deserving worthy left 
out, quite unjustly in my opinion, 
seems to be the Maharajah. 

The sumptuous catalogue (238 
pages, no less, in Itallan and 4 
form of Englirh) ia replete nol 
only with panegyrics from sundry 
Italian functlonaries and critics, 
but with a positively comical 
quasi-scicntific explanation of the 
nature of a laser beam. 

This ineffectual description 
somehow characterizes the most 
embarrasaing guff of all, written 
by Karavan himaelf, offering 
stralght-faced linguistic formulas 
for Unks between environment- 
man - meetings - dialogue - hope - 
cooperation-peace, ete., ete. If 
anything, the catnlogue is even 
more pretentious than Karavan's 
attempt to equate his simplistic 
white forma with the warm and 
sublime architecture of the 
Renalasance. 

When I recently tackled 
Karavan about the fact that his 
forms as art actually have nothing 
at all to do with symbolism or with 
Arab and Israeil or any other 
peace, he replied that he felt 
spiritually bound to dedicate his 
work to such a cause, even if the 
art connection was not really 
there. Be that aa It may, guff sella, 
particularly outrageous guff. 
Next year Karavan will doa piece 
for the city of Milan and in 1980 a 
large environment around the 
main square oppoalte the Cologne 
Kunsthalle, Then on to Caracas in 
1981, Hurray for peace, Perhaps 
the joke is on us. 

It Is also on a number of inter- 
nationally fomous environmental 
sculptors who exhibited with 
Karavan at the last Documenta. 
By some invidious oamosis, 
Karavan's Florence project has 
canntbalized ideas from πὸ fewer 
than five of them. The grass- 
eovered undulations are the 
trademark of earthwork artist 
Richatd Fieiachner; the slatted 
wooden constructions are the 
hallmark of Allee Aycock; from 
George. Trakas comes the long 
‘wooden boardwalk-cum- 
footbridge; while the frame of the 
landscape at the end of it is a 
direct steal from the Rucker 
Group's ‘‘framed-landscape" 
project. Last but not least, the 
iden of a laser environment made 
of beams Mnking buildings was 
demonstrated at Kassel by Horst 
Baumann. 

There must be some 
mechanism at work in Karavan 
that cuts off any senge of self-em- 
barrassment; and which perhaps 
leads him to assume that nobody 


will ever suspect him of preton-° 


tlousness or plagiarism.

The Boom of Binyamin Buganim 


Israel's first home-grown rock opera, ‘Benny Boom,’ is playing to full houses in Tel Aviv. Ῥ 
Post Reporter CATHERINE ROSENHEIMER talks to its versatile composer, Ken Globus (below). 


THE DREAM of every Israeli 
songwriter must surely be to get 
to Hollywood and atage his own 
pop musical. Ken Globus, who 
was born there, haa done the op- 
posite. His Benny Boom, Israel's 
first homegrown rock opera, was 
premiered in Tel Aviv Jast month 
and when I saw It at Taavta 
recently, there wasn't a seat, or 
even a step In the aisles, to be had. 

Ken Globus studied acting and 
directing at the Pasadena 
Playhouse, near Los Angeles. His 
attempts at making a career In 


Hollywood were, on his own ad- , 


nilasion, less than apectacular — 
he drove ἃ taxi, worked Ina porno 
bookstore, stood in line outside all 
the casting offices, and finally 
Janded one role aa an extra, mak- 
ing hig screen debut pouring a 
glass of champagne. 
Five-and-a-half years ago, in 
Isracl on ἃ vinit, he was offered a 
job by fllm producer Menahem 
Golan, a distant relative, to write 
the English dialogue for the firat 
Lupo film. Following that, he 
worked on another Golan produc- 
tion, Queen of the Road, as asais- 
tant director. He worked for a 
year In Germany, on a “kind of 
Jerry Lewis comedy" with the 
amazing title, Hot Nights of 
Robinson Crusne, and stayed onto 
write feature films, one on 
Charles Manson, another an Arab- 
Israel political drama, and a TV 
series on the newspaper business. 
Back in Israel, he wrote the 
script for Vendetta, shot here with 
Lee van Clecf; was assistant 
director and dialogue coach on 
Moses, starring Burt Lancaster; 
and was again Golan's assistant 
director and English dialogue 
coach for Operation Thunderbolt. 
Music, says Globus, has always 
been a hobby. He never atudied 
formally, though he has written 
many songs, atrumming out the 
tunea on his guitar. (Not

TWENTY long and fruttful yeara 
of patient research have gone by 
since the appearance here In 1957 
of the firat insue of the English edi- 
tlon of Yad Vashem Studies.

Dr. Gutman's article on Jews in \ 


General Anders’ army in the 
Soviet Union provides a good ex- 
ample of scholarly research being 
assisted and reinterpreted by the 
personal experience of a number 
of witnessea, to the ultimate 
venefit of both. 

Since I was one of the first 
volunteera tn the Polish Armed 
Forecs formed in the Soviet Union 
in September 1941, I found myself 
testing Dr. Gutman's argumenta 
against my deeply engraved 
memories. 1 found his narrative 
acholarly, and the test{many of hia 
witnesses accurate and 
fascinating. None the less, certain 
valuable links In the story are 
missing and a different inter- 
pretation of the historical 
background |s perhaps necessary. 

Following Hitler's attack on the 
Soviet Union on July 22, 1941, a 
pact was signed by Genera) 
Sikorski, who headed the Polish 
Government In Exile In London, 
and Stalin, affoating the fate of 
some two million Polish refugees 
in the Soviet Union. Of these at 
toast 400,000 were Jewish. 

The agreement included an 
amneaty for those refugees who 
were imprisoned in Soviet labour 
camps or were in forced exile In 
Siberla, where they suffered 
greatly from degradation, 
hunger, vermin and harah 
weather conditions, It also 
provided for the creation of a 
sovereign Polish army under Gen. 
Anders. 

Thanks to the agreement, tens 
of thousands of Pollsh citizens 
were released from prisons ‘and 
camps. But another problem was 
created when large numbers of 
Jews began streaming to enlist In 
the Anders army. It soon became 
obvious that the Poles did not wish 
to have a Jewish majority within 
their ranks (which is what 
happened, Incidentally, to the 
Czechoslovak armed forces in ex- 
{le}, It was still easy for a Jew ta 
enlist in the Polish forces in

As for Jews being ‘‘poor 
aoldiera,” this was mentioned dur- 
ing a decisive Polish-Soviet 
meeting at the Kremlin on 
December 3, 1941.

allied with Russla, outfoxed the 
eager Polish anti-Semites.

Apparently, it was Ehrenburg's 
report to Stalin that eventually led 
to the Anders army being moved 
tirat to southern Asia ‘and then to 
Tran. It was certainly responsible 
for the Soviet refusal to arm these 
divisions, Immediately after the 
meeting on December 8, 1941, a 
new Boenario was established and 
the Soviet authorities semi- 
officially proscribed the enlist- 
ment of Jews, Byelorusalans and 
Ukrainians in the Anders forces or 
their evacuation abroad. A long- 
range plan must have béen set up 
at the time for the oventual crea- 
tlon of a different, communist:

RUSSIAN THINKERS by Isaiah 
Berlin, edited by Henry Hardy 
and Alleen Kelly. New York, Vtk- 
Ing Press. 312 pp. $14.95. 


SIR ISAIAH BERLIN (born £909), 
president of the British Academy, 
philosopher, brillant political 
selentiat and one of the most emi- 
nent students of history of ideas 
frum Oxford, explores in this book 
of essays and lectures an exelting 
subject close to hia heart and 
mind. 

This is the ftrat of four volumes 
of his collected esuays, edited by 
Prof. Berlin's students, 
themselves scholars in their own 
right. Many of his works previoua- 
ly seattered In perlodicala have 
now become acceanijble to a larger 
public, 

This volume encompassea a 
auperb gelection of esaays dealing 
with Fuussian Ilterature and 
thought In the 19th Century. It 
provides both a panoramic and tn- 
sightful view of the (ntellectual 
life and the character of Russian 
intelligentata, 

Ag ἃ matter of fact, his subtle 
and lueld analysis is devoted es- 
peefally to jiberal and radical 
writers, namely Tolstay and 
Turgenev, the famous novelists; 
radical lMterary critic Belinsky; 
two revolutionaries — Alexander 
Herzen, publicist and memoirist, 
and Mikhail Bakunin, father of the 
anarchist movement. 

He focuses on the speci(le situa- 
tlon of the Russlan intelligentsia 
within a small, educated class, In- 
fluenced by Western ideas and {ts 
intellectual movements. 

Contrary to the generally 
accepted stereotype of the Rus- 
sian people ‘‘as a gloomy, 
mystical, self-lacerating nation," 
Berlin suggests that its articulate 
Intellectuals were, somewhat ex- 
aggerated Westorners of the 19th 
Century with developed powers of 
reagoning and lucidity. 

What distinguished them from 
many of their Western peers or 
teachers was that they took the 
moral and social truths and ‘‘Ilved 
them through." 


A DEVOTEE of English 
Mberallam, Berlin “redilscovers" 
Alexander Horzen, whose percep- 
tive ideas on liberty and originali- 
ty have been overlooking. 

Berlin, quoting Herzen or inter- 
preting him, 1s probably close to 
the flow of his ideas: 

“History is not determined 
because life fortunately haa no 
Nbretto; {mproviaation is always 
possible," or “life is neither good 
nor bad; men are what they make 
themselves. Without social sense 
they become orangutans; without 
egotiam, tame monkeys." 

Berlin excels as an historian of 
ideas as an essayist, and ag an in- 
terpreter of social thought. The 
brilliance and elegance of his 
style are ἃ constant source of 
delight.

IN THE BEGINNING was the 
word — and the Irish got stuck 
there. 

Ihave heard no really satisfying 
explanation of thelr marvellous 
sift of language, with their writers 
essentially reflecting the un- 
conscious genius of the ordinary 
specch of the average Irishman, 
although Synge traced the inspira- 
tion for one of his great works to a 
crack in the floor through which 
he could hear the conversations of 
the serving-girla below.
